"The time for oar final atmggle bat not 
come. The honr ia not propitions. But 

down there you csn help the cause of 
right against might. Remember thet 
eycry blow struck at Bnglsad is for tbe 
good of Ireland." 

The British Government has learned 
by experience that it is not the part of 
wisdom to msnnfscture martyrs, and in 
the case of a beautiful and lovabl* woman 
such a policy would be trd>ly disastrous. 

So .Maud r.oiiiie enjoys free speech to 
incite British soldiers to desert their 
standard on the lield of battle and turn 
their guns against the forces of the 
Queen. 

She is perfectly dnoere about it. In 
her heart of hearU she believe* that 
treachery cesses to be a crime when em 
ployed by Irishmen agdntt England 

Hvery weapon she conceives to be a good 
one if it be usetl to achieve freedom and 
avenge oppression. 

What startles the English who read of 
the red aedition she preachtnt is that this 
is tbe daughter of the late Col. Gonne, of 
the Sixteenth Lancers, a loyd and valiant 
soldier of the Queen, conspicuous by hit 
personal brilliancy and because he com- 
manded a crack regiment. And above 
all the storm of horrified comment toundt 
the ejaculation . 

' What would Col. Gonne say?" 
Aud yet Maud Gonne is not extreme in 
her demands for Ireland. She professes 
no derire to tee the union dissolved- to 
tee Ireland a nation. Home rale it tbe 
extent of her political dream. 

Let Ireland have a I>arliameot of ber 
own. and the Irish Joan of Arc would be 
content to see the little green ialand re- 
main port of tbe United Kingdom. 

It was through emotion rather than 
rtfton that this high-bred woman became 
a patriot when she was only a gW of 
fourteen. The spectacle of siiffcring and 
wrong tppeokil to powerfuUy to ber com- 



Diinloe, and in childhood learned to know 

and love the traditions of patriots who 
had taken shelter in the mountains round 
about. In tbe lovely country surround- 
ing her ancedral home lurked many a 
cave and glen associated with the name 
of some doughty r*b*l wbo bad thore de- 
fied the pursuit of tb* radeoata. Mand 
Ooaac loved them all. 

At tbe age of ten she was sent to Kng- 
land for her education. Four years later, 
when she was home for a vacation, oc- 
curred the episode ilial converted her 
from a thoughtless schoolgirl into a wo- 
man with a purpose. 

She was driving home one cold and wet 
October evening through tbe region of 
Glengariff, close to tbe diore of Bantray 
bay. In the midst of tbe desolation she 
hear>1 the sounds of womcu wdliug and 
saw a flickering light. 

Hsrd by the ruin of what had once 
been a peasant's cabin she found a fish- 
ing boat turned bottom up and propped a 
few fed shove the sod by stones. Around 
It for shelter sgdnsk tbe weather were 
curtdncd the boat's sdls. 

From here the light cam*, and th* 
wailing, Tlie fishing boat WSS S hous* — 
and a house of mourning. 

Col. (ionne's davi^;litei pulled aside a 
corner of the .sail and entered. She was 
made welcome with t!ie gentle hospitality 
that di.stinguishes the poorest of her race. 

In the niidtt of the drcle that crouched 
on tbe todden turf lay Michael McGrath, 
with candles at hit head and at bla feet. 
The sails were in;idc(|uatc protection 
against the storm, and drops of rain fell 
upon the wasted face of the dead. 

In the cries of the women and children 
swaying in the candlelight, in the dork 
faces of the men who bowed their heads 
iu silence, Maud Gonne with ready intui- 
tion divined that abe waa face to face with 
no common tragedy. 
And these were tbe facts th* learned: 
Michael McGrath had built hia own 
cabin, and he tilled his little farm with 
industry. Lord Bantry, his lamllord, 
wishing to turn the land into pasture, 
raised hit rent from /'48 to ;^10d. Unable 
to pay the advance, an eviction waa 
ordered. 

Attached to the sdl. and remembering 
Parnell's watchword, "Keep a firm grip 
on your homestead," McGrath barricaded 

the place, and with his wife, sister and 
four children, w ithstood a five-days' siege 
by tising ti.iilinv; water as a weapon of de- 
fense. Then the little family was starved 
out. 

But this was not final. 
When tbe coaat was dear McGrath 
moved back to his little boniedead. That 
waa a breach of the law, and he was sent 
t«i«i!. 

His wife went back to the farm. She 
was tent to jail. 

His sister aud eldest daughter went 
back. They were sent to jail. 

This troublesome family kept the au- 
tboMea busy a long tim«, for ao sooner 
would one of them he rd*ased than h* or 
she would go back home. 

All were arreste<l and imprisoned in 
this way three times. Then, as a laot re- 
sort, Lord lianiry destroyed the house 
McGrsth had built. 

Tbe undaunted McGrath turned to his 
fishing boat. Neighbors helped him to 
move it over to the farm,' alongdde tbe 
ruins of the homedead. 

His case was a celebrated one by tbat 
time. The Land League helped him with 
funds. But imprisonment and exposure 
had done their work. He caught typhus 
fever, and the canvaa wdls of hit house 
helped Lord Bantry to get rid of an un- 
wdcome tenant. 

Such was the story Mand Gonne hcsrd 
that chill October evening. What she 
had seen shocked' bet so profoundly that 
for weeks afterward she wa.' ill in bed. 

• Esther, " she B«id, when she wss re- 
covering, "I'll do sometbbig for Irebtnd 
yet!" 

Col. Gonne died dx years later. His 
wife hsd long been dead. At twenty 
Maud Gonoe waa an orphan, with a 
handsome fortune in her own right. 

Ireland's prospecU were much brighter 
then, for Gladstone was in power and 
working hand iu bi^nd with Paniell. 
Then came the Salidmry Government. 
Coerdoa. 

When Ireland's cry went up once more. 
Msud Gonne remembered her vow. 
She turned sway from the splendor of 

Dublin Castle, where her wit end beauty 
made her an honored guest at every vice 
regal entertainment, and hurried to Done 
gal to use her fortune to relieve distress, 
and her eloquence to assdl wbat she 
deemed tyranny. 

She qdddy won the conhdence of Par- 
ndl and tbe other l*ad*ra of th* nation, 
and by the peosante was hdled aa a de 
liverer. 

Later she went to France to enlist 
French sympathy for her countrymeu 
Her public aildresses became a vogue. 
In Fans she establislied a paper 
"L'Irlande Libre, " which is still issued 
Two years ago the vidted this country 
and rccdvcd a magnificent wdcome from 
tbe Itish of America. 

And now. Will Maud Gonne'a rever- 
ence for the Mdd of Orleana lead ber to 
ride into battle in tb* vanguard of th* 
Boers?

Mr. Mulligan was one of the founders 
of the Knights of Columbus Council in 
this city, and no one stood higher ifh 
Catholic circles than he.

The inherent tendency of Bngliih 

writers and American toadies to 
misrepreaent facts and falsify his- 
tory in their efforts to justify Eng- 
lish rapacity and cruelty is prover- 
bial. Every war is claimed to be 
an unavoidable emergency in the 
march of civilization and liberty, 
and it is sought to give the inpres- 
sion that England prefers and 
strives for peace, that her good 
Queen abhors and opposes war, and 
since the jubilee celebration of her 
coronation she has been lauded as 
the kind-hearted monarch whose 
reign of sixty-two years has been a 
period of peace and p r ogres s to 
England and mankind. The edio 
is taken up by our Anglomaniacs, 
and on each recurring birthday an- 
niversary of the good Queea Amer- 
icans are regaled with praises in 
verse and prose of " Queen Victoria's 
Long and Peaceful Reign." 

Of course, as usual in everything 
English, the facts of history are 
ignored, even misstated, to suit the 
purpose in view; for it is a fact 
that the reign of Queen Victoria, 
instead of being one of peace, has 
been a period of war and prepara- 
tions for war during the entire 
sixty-two years, costing England 
thousands of lives and milUons of 
money, besides the enormous de 
struction of lives and property and 
cost entailed upon other people; 
tribes and nations have been deci- 
mated, some exterminated, if not in 
actual warfare, as a result of Eng- 
lish ruieT The peace of Ihe world 
has been a&Doat contintioosly dis- 
turbed, its commerce and progress 
hampered, its sense of justice 
shocked and its humane instincts 
iMmrified during all the long reign 
of Queen Victoria — since 1837. 
Though all done in the name of 
civilization and liberty, it has really 
retarded the one and destroyed the 
other as far as possible. A brief 
resume of England's wars since 
1837, reflection on their imme- 
diate and subseqnent results, fully 
demonstrate this truth. Wherever 
English arms have triumphed na- 
tional and individual liberty have 
been crushed, by extermination if 
necessary, and all foreign commerce 
■ excluded — ^the right to live and 
prosper being denied to all save the 
English — except where powerful 
nations have fDroe4 • relaxation of 
England's arbitrary and selfish 
regime. 

England's wars during Queen 
Victoria's reign of peace, 1837 to 
1899, cover a period of thirty-six of 

the sixty^two yecrs, and have cost 
England for actual war expendi- 
tures $1,395,000,000 and 133,000 
soldiers killed in action, besides the 
thousands who died of wounds and 
disease and those crippled and dis- 
abled. The losses of property to 
individuals snd the nation as a 
whole are beyond estimate.

Queen Victoria was crowned, has 

been at war almost continuously 
since, is at wcr in various parts of 
Africa now, with war clouds hover- 
ing elsewhere, and the only certain 
legacy she will leave to her beloved 
empire is war and causes leading to 
war after die closes her long reign. 
Queen ^neloria's peaceful reign does 
not .seem to mean that peace for 
which men yearn and pray for, 
which lightens the burdens, eases 
the tadts, makes smooth the paths 
of life, ble.s,ses and prospers nations 
and tends to that peace eternal when 
life's journey is over.

William I). Malion, President of 
International Association of Street 
Railway Employes, in his testimony 
before the Industrial Commission, 
denied that the street car associa- 
tion, in their strike in Cleveland, 
was responsible for or sanctioned 
the use of dynamite, resorts to vio- 
lence or the boycottinp: of business 
men for riding on the cars. Some 
of the newspapers affect surprise at 
Mr. liahon's statement and inti 
mate that he was prompted more by 
desire to shield his organization than 
regard for the truth — an unjust im- 
putation. To thoae familiar with 
tlu laws, purposes and methods of 
legiuiate labor organizations Mr. 
Mahon's statement is accepted as 
true and causes no surprise, as no 
such organization approves or will 
tolerate lawlessness, destruction of 
property or violence in any sense. 
In Clevdiwd, an iii ftooUyn, the 
irlelatloiu of law, assaulting of per- 
sons and damage to property were 
not approved by organized labor, 
though done in its name by de- 
votees, fanatics and the rabble. This 
element, ignored by legitimate labor 
organizations, is made up principal- 
ly of the lower class of foreigners 
imported under contract and con- 
trolled by agitators driven from 
other countries. Without invita- 
tion or suggestion they take ad- 
vantage of times of excitement to 
put into practice their anarchistic 
theories of righting wrongs. They 
abuse American liberty, but neither 
understand or respect American jus 
tice, law or right. They are gen- 
erally aliens and infidels as well, 
acknowledging neither ttllegiance or 
obedience to government or Ood. 
They have their own peculiar or- 
ganizations, teach their "princi- 
ples' ' and occasionally, as in Cleve- 
land and Brooklyn, put into practice 
their methods of reforming the hu- 
man race — all of which are repudi- 
ated and condemned by American 
organhsed labor. The results of the 
Industrial Commission investigation 
will redound to the benefit of Ameri- 
can employers and workmen and 
their organizations, in that it will 
disprove many false, notions and 
charges, place the responsibility for 
oppression on the one hand and for 
lawlessness on the other, put the 
honest employer and legitimate labor 
organization in their true light, 
that they may the better undersund 
each other, and tend to less of fric- 
tion and discQcd aad more of peace 
and harmony in their affairs in this 
country in the future.

At Ballinalee Petty. Sessions, Connty 
Longford, William McGrath and Robert 
Thomson, both of Ballinalee, were prose- 
cuted at the instance of the connty repre- 
sentative of the Irish Game Protection 
Association for having caught with two 
dogs, on the lands of Curiygrane, owned 
by James Wilson. The defendants plead- 
ed guilty and were fined. 

An interesting and imposing ceremony 
of ordination took place in St. I'eter's 
College, Wexfonl, when two students of 
the college were ordained to the priest- 
hood 1^ the Most Rev. Dr. Browne, Lord 
Bidiep of Fema. The young priests are 
the Rev. John Kennedy, a native of New 
Ross, and the Rev. Aidea MeCormack, a 
native of Balljrmitty, County Wexford.

On the arrival of the limited mail from 
Belfast in Dnhlln on Friday it waa report- 
ed that one of the pastK>ace offidala had 
fallen from the train when it was pasaing 
near Tanderagee and was killed almost 
instantaneously.

He was in the 
very first rank of his profession, and was 
architect for seversl liiagnifioent pnl>lic 
hnildinga. Sir Thomaa Deane waa asso- 
ciated in an architectural capacity in the 
restoring of Christ church cathedral, and 
occupied afterward the position of archi- 
tect to the cathedral authorities. Among 
many other positions he held with great 
honor to himself might be mentioned 
those of Curator of the national mottn- 
inentaof Ireland and^dent monnments, 
under Sir John Lnbbqclc's act and lectur- 
er in architecture to the Science and Art 
Department of Dublin. The Manjuis of 
Zetland, when Lord Lieuten.int of Ire- 
land, knighted the deceased on the occa- 
sion of the public ceremony of opening 
the Science and Art Museum and Nation- 
al Library of Ireland BttUdings, for which 
the late Sir Thomas ]|)aane, assisted by 
his son, was the ardiitect. 

John Porter, Coroner of Omagh, held 
an iiuiuest in the towuland of Corra- 
harkni iir.ir Tintora, touching the death 
of a young man named Miahael McCaff- 
rey, alias Toner. From the evidence of 
several witnesses it ap peared that the 
young man left home to go to Dromore;
